Eisenhow er’s

ficials, says an editorial in the 
cu rren t (M arch IO) issue of The 
S aturday Evening Post. 
W ritten by H arold Titus, it re ­ 
ports th a t if 25,000,000 acres now 
in agricultural crops can be de­ 
voted to fertility-restoring grass­ 
es, shrubs and trees, it w ill m ean 
an increase in gam e birds and an ­ 
im als such as has not been even 
hoped for since w ildlife shortage 
first becam e evident. 
Titus, who served 20 yqars as 
a m em ber of the M ichigan Con­ 
servation Commission and is now 
Conservation' Editor of Field and 
Stream , relates that 
15,000.000 
h u n ters roam ed the land last au ­ 
tum n. Next fall they will be join­ 
ed by nearly another 1,000,000. 
The great m ajority, the editor­ 
ial says, w ill pursue gam e types 
th at are found only in farm ing 
country. Cottontail rabbits, quail 
and pheasants will com m and most 
attention; a few m illion w ill shoot 
m ourning doves, and a handful 
w ill have a long chance at p rai­ 
rie chickens in no m ore than three 
states. 
"The greatest deterrent to pro­ 
pagation of these species is not 
the gun, but m odern agriculture,” 
T itus w rites. "It wipes out nest­ 
ing and loafing places, elim inates 
cover th at protects the anim als 
from enem ies and w eather, and 
reduces food supplies.” 
Thus game officials have been 
in a dither over how to m aintain 
supplies in the face of m ounting 
Remand and shrinking habitat. 
"If Mr. Eisenhow er’s soil bank 
m aterializes and each acre under 
it could produce only one or two 
varieties of game not produced 
there previously—a not unreason­ 
able expectation—it would m ean 
not only relief for harassed game 
officials but happier hunting for 
the ever-grow ing legion of sports­ 
m en,” Titus concludes.
